And  would  ho  admit  that  he  was  **  repaid  in  return 
with  adulation  ?"  Is  not  this  the  stroke  of  a  friend, 
and  of  a  friend  of  that  class  called  by  Sheridan  the 
“  d— d  good-natured  ”  ? 

The  pseudo  Brougham,  after  flinging  some  shovels 
of  foul  words  on  the  Whigs,  then  touches  on  the 
delicate  subject  of  the  bottle  : — **  He  is  addicted,

ESPARTERO  and  the  BOURBONS. 

The  honourable  reception  of  Espartcro  in  this 
country  has  mightily  displeased  the  creatures  of 
the  French  (lovernment,  and  is  even  alleged  to 
have  caused  the  sudden  departure  of  the  Prince  de 
Joiuville  .and  the  Due  d’Aumale,  who  are  said  to 


biTt  been  seized  with  the  most  dire  apprehensions 
of  finding  themselves  at  the  same  table  with  that 
iron.  Why  they  came  to  go  so  quickly  as  few 
kuow  as  rare,  but  certainly  the  reason  given  for 
their  departure,  that  it  was  to  prepare  for  the 
reception  of  the  Queen  in  France,  is  a  very  impro¬ 
bable  one,  as  a  letter  bv  the  courier  or  the  post 
would  have  accomplished  the  same  purpose. 

We  have  before  observed  that  Louis  Philippe 
has,  in  a  way,  profited  largely  by  his  acquaintance 
with  many  vicissitudes  of  fortunes.  From  the 
period  when  he  was  a  French  master  to  that  when 
he  became  master  of  the  French  he  has  been 
boarding  experiences  of  different  lots,  by  which  he 
has  learnt  the  sensitive  and  vulnerable  places  of 
each,  and  how  they  may  be  assailed  with  the  most 
malignant  effect.  Reversing  the  beautiful  senti¬ 
ment  of  Virgil,  that  Prince  may  say  that,  not 
unacquainted  with  misfortune,  he  has  learnt  bow 
to  wound  the  unfortunate.  He  has  the  advantage 
which  the  practical  anatomist  had  in  assassination, 
of  knowing  how  to  aim  his  weapon  at  the  ten- 
derest  and  the  mortal  places.  Whenever,  from  any 
sordid  cause — and  sordid  the  cause  always  is — 
his  ill  will  has  been  moved,  his  rule  has  been  this 
simple  one,  to  do  unto  others  as  he  would  not,  in 
the  same  circumstances,  have  had  others  do  unto 
him. 

When  newly  seated  on  the  throne  from  which 
he  had,  by  his  intrigues,  helped  to  cast  his  kins¬ 
man,  Louis  Philippe  had  felt  the  importance  of  the 
prompt  recognition  of  a  neighbouring  power,  and 
had  made  his  golden  uses  of  the  amicable  diplomatic 
relations  established.  When  Espartero  was  raised 
to  the  regency,  remembering  these  things,  the  King 
of  the  French  resolved  to  do  by  the  Spanish 
lt«gent  the  very  opposite  of  all  that  the  English 
Government  had  done  by  himself  in  a  similar  cri¬ 
tical  moment.  In  a  word,  reversing  the  rule  in 
which  all  the  duties  are  contained,  he  did  all  that 
he  would  not  have  had  done  to  himself,  and  that 
was  not  done  to  himself.  He  insulted  Espartero, 
»nd  then  withdrew  his  ambassador  because  the 
^ront  was  not  submitted  to ;  and,  having  thus 
done  all  he  could  openly  to  shake  the  credit  of  the 
new  order  of  things,  he  proceeded  to  still  greater 
injuries  by  the  sap  of  gold.

THE  DEFENDER  OF  THE  BROUGHAM. 

The  Morning  Chronicle  attributes  to  Lord 
Brougham  a  long  article  in  defence  and  praise  of 
Lord  Brougham,  in  the  Standard.

I  We  shall  be  asked  whether  it  is  conceivable  or 
credible  that  Lord  Brougham  can  have  a  friend 
left  in  the  world,  or  any  one  to  give  him  a  mod 
word.  We  answer  that,  improbable  as  the  thing 
may  appear,  it  cannot  be  pronounced  absolutely 
impossible,  and  that  we  do  not  know  the  instance 
of  any  one  so  lost  as  nut  to  have  had  some  whim¬ 
sical  or  infatuated  apologist.  We  can  more  easily 
believe,  too,  that  Lord  Brougham  may  have  kept 
a  friend,  than  that  be  can  have  lost  the  trick  of 
certain  absurd  redundancies,  especially  when  de¬ 
scanting  on  his  own  egregious  merits  and  atrocious 
wrongs. 

If  Lord  Brougham  bad  written  the  panegyric  on 
Lord  Brougham,  long  as  it  is,  it  would  have  been 
much  longer  to  a  certainty,  and  though  the  super- 


is  so  great  a  master.  There  would  have  been 
more  agglomeration  of  epithets,  and  piling  up  of 
phrases  tier  upon  tier.  But  it  is  in  the  praise  of 
Lord  Brougham  that  we  most  miss  the  hand  of

A  messenger  from  Eu  was  a  passenger  by  the  packet,  and 
the  object  of  his  visit  to  England  was  to  make  a  yrovieion  of 
various  artic'ts  schtch  it  was  supposed  would  be  grati/ytng 
to  the  pedate  of  the  Royal  suite.  Prime  English  cheese  and

If  it  be  true,  as  true  itu, 
that  in  numberless  instances  the  workman,  who 
has  taken,  instead  of  cosh,  goods  at  a  high  pn^  ^ 
induced  to  sell  these  gooik  again  to  little  shop¬ 
keepers  among  the  formers,  for  articles  more 
needed  and  of  a  better  quality,  there  is  enough  w 
that  one  fact  to  account  for  worse  feature  oi  ^ 
content  and  resistance  than  any  presented  m 
present  struggle  between  the  employers  and 
ployed.  „

We  have  read  and  heard  a  hundred,  more  or  less, 
lame  apologies  for  his  breach  with  the  Whigs,  but 
what  is  wanting  is  one  explanation  of  his  junction 
with  the  Tories.

fame  now  as  there  was  in  that  of  the  extinction  of 
his  life  four  years  ago.

GRIEVANCES  AND  OUTRAGES  IN  SOUTH 
WALES. 

Grievances  and  outrages  in  South  Wales  have 
formed  for  a  long  time  a  standing  head  in  all  news¬ 
papers,  and  the  narrative  has  often  run  to  a  very 
considerable  extent ;  while  for  the  account  of  mea¬ 
sures  taken  to  redress  grievances  and  repress  out¬ 
rages,  a  space  of  six  lines  would  be  more  than 
enough. 

Insensibility  to  the  hardships  under  which  large 
masses  of  the  population  in  that  district  labour, 
has  been  equalled  only  by  the  irresolution  and  in¬ 
activity  evinced  by  the  Magistracy  and  the  Govern¬ 
ment  in  quelling  the  disiurbances  which  such  op- 
pressiuus  have  provoked. 

What  Mr  Hall  of  Bow  Street  may  now  be  doing  in 
the  w  ay  of  inquiry,  or  the  con.stabulary  and  soldiery 
in  t!ie  way  of  arrest  or  pacification,  our  informa¬ 
tion,  in  spite  of  the  long  correspondence  daily 
arriving  from  the  scene  of  violence,  is  too  scanty  to 
ground  an  opinion  upon  ;  but  up  to  this  moment, 
after  the  lapse  of  months,  it  is  evident  enough  that 
w  hatever  has  been  effected  with  a  view  to  pave  the 
way  for  a  full  consideration  of  the  evils  existing, 
and  for  the  ultimate  repression  of  the  outrages  by 
the  removal  of  the  evils,  has  been  done  by  the 
Times  reporter. 

But  that  in  the  meantime,  lawlessnes.s,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  presence  of  Mr  Hall  and  the  dragoons, 
continues  to  flourish,  and  that  the  spirit  of  Re-’ 
becca  rambles  abroad  very  much  at  its  own  sweet 
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The  prisoner  Norton  was  one  of  the  three  men,  and  he  ran 
away  in  the  same  direction  as  the  female  prisoner.  Witness 
did  not  see  what  they  did  to  the  lady,  but  he  supposed  they 
had  robbed  her,  and  asked  her  if  she  had  lost  anytning.

On  their  way  he  saw  the  two  prisoners  together  near  Field 
lane,  and  the  policeman  took  tnem  into  custody. 

Mr  Alderman  Musgrove  inquired  if  the  purse  or  the 
money  had  been  found. — The  policeman  said  it  had  not 
The  prisoners  were  known. — Tne  prisoners  declared  they 
had  not  robbed  the  lady. — Mr  Aldenuan  Musgrove  said  it 
was  discreditable  to  the  City  police  that  suen  a  robbery 
should  be  committed  by  known  thieves  in  the  broad  day¬ 
light  in  snch  a  public  thoroughfare.  But  for  the  activity 
and  intelligence  of  the  boy  Howell,  it  was  evident  the  party 
would  have  escaped  altogether.  Tkt  evidence  was  not  svf> 
Jiciently  strong  to  warrant  putting  the  prisoners  on  their 
trial,  but  he  would  commit  them  Bridewell  for  two  months. 
The  prisoners  were  committed.” 

So  that,  if  we  are  to  believe  Alderman 'Musgrove’s 
own  account  of  the  manner  in  which  he  discharges 
his  judicial  functions,  when  a  case  is  clear,  he  sends 
the  prisoners  to  the  sessions;  when  it  is  doubtful  he 
sends  them  to  Bridewell.  An  ingenious  method  of  dis¬ 
posing  of  a  difficulty,  which  certainly  could  have  occur¬ 
red  to  no  one  but  an  alderman. 

The  judgment  in  this  instance  may  have  been  correct, 
the  punishment  just,  and  the  case  a  proper  one  for  sum¬ 
mary  jurisdiction,  but  certainly  not  on  account  of  the 
reason  assigned.  It  may  be  perfectly  right  to  grant  to 
magistrates,  properly  qualified  and  didy  responsible,  the 
power  of  judging  and  punishing  in  certain  cases  ;  but  it 
cannot  be  right,  and  we  may  safely  say  it  never  was  in¬ 
tended,  that  they  should  have  the  power  of  punishing  in 
those  cases  in  which  a  jury  would  or  might  acquit.  The 
prime  thing  to  be  considered,  the  most  essential  requi¬ 
site  for  a  summary  conviction,  should  be  the  perfect 
clearness  of  the  evidence— the  impossibility  of  a  doubt.

And  certainly  the  supposition  or  the  fear,  that  our 
young  Queen  is  to  trick  the  oldest  and  most  wily 
politician  of  past  or  present  days,  and  thus  rob  the 
French  of  some  important  part  of  their  naval,  com¬ 
mercial,  or  political  greatness,  is  an  idea  as  pre¬ 
posterous  as  ever  entered  into  the  brain  of  Don 
Quixote.

taxes  without  improving  our  finances  ;  and  which  has 
just  worn  out  the  deferred  and  blasted  hopes  of  a  great 
majority  of  the  people  of  England  by  attempting  many 
things  and  doing  none  ;  by  continuing  the  system  of  a 
sliding-scale  amidst  the  laughter  of  every  intelligent 
community  in  Europe;  and  now  prorogues  the  Imperial 
Parliament,  after  a  session  unparalleled  for  failures, 
with  the  realization  of  one  only,  but  still  one  great  good 
to  the  community — namely,  that  it  has  so  effectually 
debilitated  its  own  power,  and  broken  up  its  Parlia¬

Little  is  known,  however, 
of  her  personal  history,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted 
that  her  English  translator  has  not  taken  the 
trouble  to  collect  a  few  particulars  concerning  the 
life  of  an  author  who  occupies  so  remarkable  a 
position.  We  believe  Miss  Bremer  was  born  to 
aflluencs ;  but  troubles  have  fnlleu  heavily  on  her 
family,  and  reduced  her  in  the  spring  of  life  to  a 
state  of  dependence  upon  her  friends,  who  move  in 
the  best  circles  of  the  capital.  Her  genius  has 
thus  been  prompted  to  exertion  by  adversity,  and 
many  touching  allusions  to  her  own  circumstances 
may  be  found  scattered  through  her  productions. 
She  resides  chielly  at  Stockholm. 

T'Ijo  secret  of  her  success  lies  in  that  truthfulness 
of  delineation  which,  whatever  form  it  takes,  or  in 
whatever  manner  it  makes  itself  manifest,  is  always 
sure  to  sirike  home  to  the  heart  of  a  people.  She 
«»wcs  nothing  to  art,  and  everything  to  the  depth 
and  seriousness  of  a  resolute  purpose.  She  is  the 
least  skilful  of  all  living  novelists.  She  has  no 
notion  of  constructing  a  narrative  on  any  inlelli> 
gihle  principle  of  arrangement;  she  never  dreams  of 
i  onducting  a  series  of  incidents  in  natural  scijuencc. 
With  her,  the  end  and  aim  of  the  design  is  to  work 
out  thoroughly  and  sincerely  the  whole  p.assLon  of 
the  subject  beftire  her,  without  embarrassing  her 
progress  with  anv  reference  to  what  has  gone 
before,  or  what  is  likely  to  follow.  How  she  suc¬ 
ceeds  ill  raising  the  edifice  and  finally  roofing  it, 
must  1)0  a  grave  pu/.zle  to  the  ‘  msthetic  ’  critics 
of  Germany  ;  for  she  may  be  fairly  compared  to 
HU  architect  wlio  builds  u  house  without  scaffold¬ 
ing.  Vet  her  books  arc,  nevertheless,  solid  and 
symmetrical  iii  relation  to  their  ultimate  object, 
and,  like  all  truths  foiiudi-d  in  strong  feelings  and 
fixed  convictions,  have  an  innate  energy  in  them 
that  overrules  criticism. 

Her  novels  arc  not  novels  of  plot  or  costume, 
hut  of  cliaracicr  and  observation.  Her  knowledge 
of  human  nature  is  profound — of  human  nature  as 
it  is  devcloocJ  in  the  world,  and  acted  upon  by 
worldly  influences.  Slie  paints  society  with  a 
wisdom  rarely  brought  to  bear  upon  domestic 
scenes;  and  she  unveils  with  such  clearness  and 
ctuiragc  the  mixed  emotions  that  throb  bcncHth 
the  .surface,  that  the  reader  derives  from  the  re.ility 
of  her  pictures  a  sort  of  artificial  experience  of  life. 

The  volumes  licfore  us  coutaiu  two  tales,  or, 
more  properly,  a  family  chronicle  divided  into  two 
parts.  The  faults  which  were  so  prominent  in 
Miss  Bremer’s  former  publications  are  even  more 
conspicuous  in  this  The  interest  is  broken  up 
and  distributed  amongst  a  great  variety  of  persons; 
the  narrative  is  a  progress  through  a  succession  of 
events  rather  than  a  compact  story ;  the  indivi¬ 
duals  who  move  in  it  are  strongly  contrasted,  and 
some  of  them  are  drawn  in  sheer  wilful  excess  ;  in 
the  matter  of  plot  there  is  a  tendency  to  extrav.a- 
gance  antf  romance  which  is  strangely  irreconcil¬ 
able  with  the  good  sense  Jind  cultivated  taste  of 
the  author  ;  and  if  we  add  that  tlicrc  is  too  much 
(lerinan  mysticism,  and  too  much  of  that  so-called 
art-entluisiasni  which  deals  so  largely  in  loose  ah- 
.stractioiis  as  to  he  nearly  uiiintelligihle,  we  shall 
have  discharged  our  conscience  of  every  grain  of 
objection  that  has  settled  upon  it  during  a  careful 
perusal  of  these  volumes. 

Bat  how  large  a  balance  of  praise  remains  to  be 
counted  up  !  The  minute  fidelity  of  the  details  ; 
the  vivid  distinctness  with  which  every  mental 
struggle  and  secret  emotion  is  traced ;  the  moral 
beauty  and  womanly  purity  which  steadily  illumi¬ 
nate  the  narrative;  and  the  c.ilm  Christian  philo- 
hopliy  out  of  which  all  its  earnest  lessons  of  truth 
and  justice,  and  resignation,  and  serene  wisdom, 
are  drawn,  must  receive  implicit  admiration  on  all 
Lauds.  The  style,  occasionally  perhaps  a  little 
too  florid,  is  generally  eloquent  and  appropriate ; 
and,  much  as  she  crowds  the  scene  with  figures, 
Miss  Bremer  possesses  beyond  any  other  living 
writer  of  her  class,  the  power  of  realizing  to  the 
imagination  every  individual  she  introduces.  There 
is  scarcely  a  single  person  in  her  tumultuous 
groups  that  does  not  stand  out  palpably  in  his 
living  lineaments. 

The  President' a  Daughters  occupies  only  the 
first  volume.  Nitut,  the  youngest  of  the  family, 
engrosses  the  remaining  two.  The  President  is  a 
widower  with  four  daughters,  and  we  are  intro¬ 
duced  on  the  very  threshold  of  the  narrative  to 
this  fair  household,  on  whose  fortunes  the  whole 
story  revolves.

The  Week  at  Kil/arnet/  is  formed  from  the  larger 
work  on  Ireland,  with  addition  of  all  needful  re¬ 
quisites  of  a  Guide  to  the  Lakes.  It  is  a  season¬ 
able  book,  and  one  that  will  probably  outlive  the 
season.  Its  pages  show  rich  clusters  of  engraving, 
and  are  full  of  nice  description  and  characteristic 
national  portraiture,  cleverly  and  delicately  handled. 

Tnc  larger  work  has  been  in  progress  a  consi¬ 
derable  time,  and  is  very  lately  finished.  Great 
care  has  been  bestowed  upon  it,  on  the  whole  wit!) 
success.  Some  points  reserved,  wc  think  it  the 
best  existing  picture  of  the  country.  Whoa  least 
disposed  ti>  accept  its  opinions,  we  find  it  furnish

I  have  you  done  for  me  ?’  ‘  Ah,  then,  sure  haven’t  I  been

**  (ilasncvin  is  a  village  rich  in  historic  and  classic  asso¬ 
ciations  ;  the  ground,  now  converted  into  a  botanic  garden, 
was  formerly  the  property  of  Tickell  the  poet,  from  whose 
representatives  it  was  purchased.  One  of  tne  original  walks 
— a  straight  avenue  of  yew  trees — was  planted  under  the 
direction  of  his  friend  Addison  ;  and  tradition  states,  that 
underneath  its  branches  he  composed  the  exquisite  hallnJ 
of  ‘  Colin  and  Lucy.’  .\t  a  short  distance  is  Hampstead, 
once  the  residence  of  Sir  Richard  Steele  ;  and  a  little  far¬ 
ther  was  the  glebe-house  of  Finglas,  in  which  lived  the 
|)Oct  Parnell.  More  immediately  in  the  neighbourhood  is 
Dclville — a  demesne  laid  out  hy  Delany,  the  friend  of 
Swift ;  and  here,  it  is  said,  the  witty  Dean  not  only  com¬ 
posed,  hut  actually  printed  some  of  the  most  biting  of  his 
satires — which  no  printer  of  Dublin  woidd  have  dared  to 
l)«it  to  press.  The  belief  that  they  were  produced  in 
this  calm  retreat  received,  according  to  Dr  Walsh,  confir¬ 
mation  strong  about  the  beginning  of  the  present  century, 
when  ‘  in  removing  the  lumber  of  an  ont-oftice,  preparatory 
to  its  being  pulled  down,  a  printing-press  was  found  con¬ 
cealed  among  it.’  ” 

INMATK  OF  THE  CORK  LUNATIC  ASYLUM. 

“  Captain  Steward  was  master  of  the  A/ary  ItuMBcll,  a 
merchant  brig  engaged  in  the  W'est  India  trade  ;  and  the 
frightful  act.  for  which  he  was  subsequently  tried  and  ac- 
uuitted,  on  the  ground  of  insanitv,  was  perpetrated  during 
tne  homeward  voyage  on  the  2‘ind  June,  l8‘i8.  His  crew 
consisted  of  six  men  and  three  apprentice  boys,  and  on 
board  there  were  three  passengers  ;  the  three  passengers 
and  four  of  his  seamen- he  murdered,  cruelly  maiming  the 
other  two  men ;  the  boys  narrowly  escaping  with  their 
lives.  Under  the  delusion  that  they  were  arranging  a  niu- 
tinv.  he  induced  them  to  allow  themselves  to  be  tied  ;  t(»

The  third  embraces  Down,  Monaghan, 
Tyrone,  Antrim,  Fermanagh,  liondonderry,  Done¬ 
gal,  Longford,  Leitrim,  Sligo,  Roscommon,  Mayo, 
Clare,  and  (inlway.  Mr  Crcswick  is  at  the  head 
of  the  nrtist-illustrators,  and  sparkling  touches  of 
the  pencil  assist  writer  and  reader  alike. 

The  descriptive  method  adopted  is  the  same  in 
every  county.  Its  material  features  arc  given ;  its 
resources  indicated ;  its  past  history  and  associa¬ 
tions  told ;  and  the  special  character  or  condition 
of  its  peasantry  illustrated  by  the  romantic  sketch 
or  familiar  fireside  tale.

count  But  It  is  certain  that  any  serious  or  extensive  al¬

thing,  except  the  name,  of  the  person  they  are  ordered  to 
assassinate. 

”  God  forbid  that  we  should  lead  the  reader  into  the 
error  of  believing  that  the  horrible  system  we  have  referred 
to  is  by  any  means  general  in  Ireland,  or  that  it  is  j^o- 
moted  or  encouraged  by  the  better  classes  of  society.  The 
members  of  such  societies  are  almost,  if  not  exclusively, 
confined  to  the  very  lowest  orders  ;  although  want  or  op¬ 
pression  may  occasionally  mingle  worthier  men  among 
them.  It  is,  as  we  have  stated,  only  in  reference  to  *  Land’ 
and  matters  appertaining  thereunto,  that  the  ‘  legislation  ’ 
of  such  associations  is  directed  ;  and  very  frequently  their 
proceedings  are  accompanied  by  such  startling  traits  of 
unselfishness,  generosity,  honesty,  and  justice,  as  go  far  to 
strengthen  the  evil — by  depriving  it  of  much  of  its  odious 
and  revolting  character.*  In  fact,  the  natural  ‘  goodness  ’ 
— the  word  expresses  much — of  the  Irish  peasant  is  never 
altogether  obscured ;  and  his  worst  crimes  often  verge 
upon  the  best  virtues.” 

The  writers  saw  good  proof  of  the  good  effects 
ot  the  temperance  movement  also,  and  are  at  no 
pains  to  conceal  or  moderate  the  terms  of  their  ap¬ 
proval.  This  is  excellently  said,  and  we  quote  it 
with  peculiar  pleasure : 

“  Nine-tenths  of  the  crimes  committed  in  Ireland  have 
been  traced  to  drunkenness — it  has  thronged  the  prisons, 
filled  the  lunatic  asylums,  and  was  the  great  source  of  the 
revenue  of  the  coroner.  Our  readers  may  be  assured  that 
the  temperance  movement  has  not  only  no  connexion  with 
any  secret  or  disaffected  societies  ;  but  that  it  strikes  at  the 
root  of  all  illegal  combinations,  and  is  the  strongest  and 
safest  supporter  of  law  and  justice.  In  reference  to  no 
other  country  of  the  world,  indeed,  would  the  suspicion 
arise  that  what  is  so  good  in  itself  was  projected  for  a  bad 
purpose,  and  tended  to  evil;  it  is  equally linwise,  unjust, 
and  cruel,  to  suppose  that  the  Irish  are  the  only  exceptions 
to  so  universal  a  rule  ;  and  have  become  sober  that  they 
may  be  more  dangerous  to  society,  and  more  fatal  enemies 
to  its  established  institutions. 

“We  hope  our  testimony  may  be  accepted — for  our  opi¬ 
nions,  both  religious  and  political,  are  certainly  not  et  a 
nature  to  bias  us  unduly — when  we  state  that  we  never 
knew  Ireland  so  contented,  so  tranquil,  or  so  likely  to  be¬ 
come  prosperous,  as  we  found  it  during  the  autumn  of  the

He  was  educated 
at  Eton  and  the  Charter  House;  entered  St  Peter’s  College, 
Cambridge,  in  his  18ih  year;  was  distinguished  as  a 
Greek  scholar  and  metaphysician :  and  finally  took  his 
degree  there  as  Doctor  of  Medteiue.  He  married.  6rst, 
the  eldest  daughter  of  William  Hammond,  Esq.,  of  Queen 
square,  by  whom  he  bad  one  daughter  ;  and  secondly  (on  I 
the  occasion  of  his  accompanying  the  Marquis  of  Abercorn 
to  Ireland),  Mias  Owenson,  with  whom  he  became  |

DRESDEN.

With  theae  aentlmentf, 
the  letter  stated  that  the  Repealers  of  Ohio  had  teen 
with  surprise  the  speech  of  Mr  O’Connell.  That  speech 
was  powerful  and  eloquent,  but  they  totally  dissented 
from  his  arguments.  They  were  frw  from  slavery  in 
Ohio;  but,  nevertheless,  they  “ despised  the  abolition* 
ists.  *  The  letter  concluded  by  expressing  sympathy  for 
the  wrongs  of  Ireland.  At  the  meeting  on  the  following 
day,  Mr  O’Connell  went  into  some  statistical  details,  to 
exhibit  the  wretched  state  of  hit  country.  •*  Only  think 
of  2,385.(XX)  destitute  persons,  lixing  in  the  most  lovely 
and  fertile  spot  upon  the  face  of  the  globe,  and  that  ^ 
years  after  the  Union.  (Hear,  hear.)  But  that  misery 
had  not  been  mitigated  since.  At  the  late  meeting  of 
the  British  Astocistion  in  Cork,  Captain  Larcom,  a 
gentleman  who  conducted  the  late  enumeration  of  the 
Irish  people,  made  a  report  on  the  census,  and  read  a 
paper  on  it,  and  which  showed  that  both  misery  and 
destitution  were  increasing.  H  gave  the  total  number 
of  Inhabitants  at  8,175.124,  and  this  astounding  fact  ap* 
pearcd,  that  if  the  ratio  of  the  increase  of  population 
were  the  same  from  1831  to  1843  as  it  had  been  before 
those  years,  there  was  a  deficiency  of  700,000  individuals 
to  be  accounted  for.  There  was,  in  fact,  a  loss  of 
700,000  persons  in  the  space  of  ten  years;  their  absence 
was  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  grinding  murders  of  the 
landlords,  surmounted  by  the  murderous  retaliation  of 
the  tenantry.  Ho  turned  to  the  landlords  and  asked 
them  what  had  become  of  the  700,000  human  beings 
who  had  perished  Ihroogn  their  system  of  extermina¬ 
tion?  According  to  Captain  Larcom,  the  whole  popu¬ 
lation  lived  in  1,3^38,000  houses,  a  number  not  small  in 
comparison  with  the  extent  of  population ;  but  when 
classifled,  it  appeared  that  a  large  proportion  of  them 
were  utterly  unfitted  for  comfortable  habitations.  It 
appeared  that  nearly  one-half  of  the  families  of  the  rural 
population  and  one-third  of  those  of  the  towns  were 
living  in  the  lowest  'state,  in  cabins  containing  but  a 
single  room.  In  fact,  the  savages  in  Lapland  or  New 
Zealand  were  in  a  state  of  comfort  compared  with  the  Irish 
people.  (Hear,  hear.)  It  was  attempted  to  account 
for  the  decrease  in  the  population  by  emigration,  but  it 
was  not  possible  to  do  so.  According  to  a  Parliamentary 
return,  the  number  of  emigrants  from  the  year  1821  was 
«>38,285.  Now,  allowing  269,000,  or  one-half,  to  have 
emigrated  in  the  laat  ten  years,  there  still  remained 
400,000  souls  who  had  perished  by  the  system  of  which 
he  complained.  After  entering  into  some  other  statis¬ 
tical  returns,  to  show  that  there  was  mueh  misery  and 
cousequent  discontent  in  the  country,  he  continued  to 
s  ty  that  they  would  not  be  worthy  of  the  name  of  men 
or  Christians  if  they  did  not  make  the  attempt  to  do 
away  with  such  a  state  of  things.  They  might  throw  j 
ministerial  speeches  at  him,  they  might  taunt  him  in 
high  places,  ay,  lot  them  do  so,  but  they  never  could 
drive  him  from  the  duty  he  had  vowed  to  perform,  to 
restore  his  country  to  the  rank  of  a  nation  again.” 

(  Cheers.)  He  then  commented  on  the  Queen's  speech, 
which  he  said  presented  such  a  combination  of  stupidity 
and  impudence  at  had  never  before  been  intruded  on  the 
public  by  a  Britisk  (xovernmeot.  He  wasnot  speaking  dis¬ 
paragingly  of  the  Queen  herself,  between  whose  acta  awd 
those  of  her  Ministry  be  wished  particularly  and  most 
emphatically  to  distinguish.  He  had  heard  William  IV 
pronounce  a  severe  philippic  against  himself,  for  kings 
sometimes  uondescended,  ay,  and  queens  too,  to  scold 
him,  and  in  not  very  many  minutes  after  he  proclaimed 
hit  Majesty's  speech  to  be  base,  brutal,  and  bloody. 
(Cheers.)  He  had  never  retracted  that  sentence  since, 
because  he  had  spoken  of  the  Ministers’  speech,  and  not 
of  his  Majesty.  In  the  same  way  he  pronounced  the 
Queen's  speech  to  be  an  excess  of  stupidity  and  impu¬ 
dence  combined.  It  was  the  speech  of  the  Ministry  and 
not  of  the  Queen,  and  he  wished  that  to  be  fully  under¬ 
stood  by  the  Irish  people.  The  Tories  had  her  Majesty 
in  their  power.  She  had  no  choice  but  to  make  what¬ 
ever  speech  they  dictated,  unless  to  turn  them  from 
power,  and  if  she  adopted  that  alternative  there  was  a 
Parliament  which  would  send  them  back  to  her  trium¬ 
phant.  She  had,  therefore,  done  well  to  avoid  any  con. 
test  of  the  kind.  He  a  ished  the  Ministry  had  had  the 
decency  to  let  their  speech  be  spoken  by  commission, 
instead  of  dragging  her  Majesty  at  the  chariot  wheels 
of  their  own  triumph,  and  made  her  utter  it  herself. 
But  what  decency  was  to  be  expected  from  them  or 
their  party  ?  Had  they  not  at  the  beginning  of  her 
Majesty’s  reign  attacked  her  individually,  and  through 
their  press,  in  the  most  virulent  and  caluminous  manner? 
Was  there  one  feeling  which  even  a  child  might  cherish, 
that  had  not  been  outraged  by  their  infamous  press? 
The  Tory  faction,  therefore,  bad  attempted  her  Majesty's 
houour~they  had  ateoipled  to  stain  her  character,  but 
without  succeso,  for  it  was  too  pure  and  refulgent,  and 
too  strongly  protacted  by  her  Innocence,  to  be  afTeoted 
by  aueb  baaeness.

At  a  short 
distance  from  the  shore  the  war  steamers  were  lying  it 
single  anchor  with  their  yards  manned,  while  in  the  di»- 
iaoce  at  Spithcud  there  rode  one  of  the  country’s 
proudest  and  most  magnificent  objects,  a  first-rate  mao- 
of- war,  with  her  three  tiers  of  heavy  guns,  whose  roar* 
ing  throats  gave  welcome  to  their  Sovereign.  Innume* 
rahle  yachts  of  ali  sizes  and  descriptions,  and  of  variots 
rigs,  some  of  them  rigged  as  schooners  with  squart-Mils, 
others  as  fore  and  aft  schooners,  yawls,  cutters,  Ac.. and 
all  beautiful  of  thcir*kind,  were  thickly  scattered  about 
in  all  directions  as  far  as  the  eye  could  reach.

Now  I  beg  your  Lordship  to  understand  that  I  do

ArpoiNTMXjrrop  a  Roman  Catholic. — The  Chronicle 
correspondent  says : — 1  have  just  learned  that  Mr  How- 
ley,  Queen’s  counsel,  has  been  appointed  third  sergeant 
at  law,  in  the  room  of  Mr  Keatinge,  now  Judge  of  the 
Perogative  Court.  This  is  the  first  legal  appointment 
of  any  importance  conferre.i  upon  a  Roman  Catholic 
by  the  present  Governmenr,  and  the  fact  is  deserving  of 
attention,  because  it  is,  so  f.ir,  evidence  of  a  relaxation  of 
the  ultra-Orange  system  hitherto  pursued  at  the  Castle 
of  Dublin.  The  recent  interview  between  Sir  R.  Peel 
and  Esrl  de  Grey  had,  probably,  some  connexion  with 
this  appointment.  The  promotion  of  Mr  Howley,  who 
has  lung  kept  aloof  from  politics,  is  not  likely  to  pro¬ 
duce  any  serious  impression,  one  way  or  the  other, 
amongst  the  Repealers ;  but  it  will,  I  am  confidant,  excite 
deep  discontent  amongst  the  Orange  and  ultra-Tory 
party.  It  will  be  regarded  as  a  sure  indicatiou  of  the 
datermination  of  Sir  R.  Peel  to  break  in  upon  the 
Orange  monopoly,  and  the  Premier  will  be  denounced 
acrordia|iy.  .Mr  Howley  has  been  for  several  years 
chairman  ^  the  county  of  Tipperary.

vsRROW  ESCAPE  OF  LOUIS  PHILIPPE  AND 
>ARKtiw  royal  family. 

I  the  ogth  ult.  the  King  and  the  whole  of  the  Iloyal 
F  milv  of  France  had  the  narrowest  escape  from  de- 
rtJtjctioD.  It  appears  (says  a  correspondent  at  Vdle 
?Eu)  that  the  King,  the  Queen,  the  Count  of  Paris, 
the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Joinville,  the  DuKcd’Aumale, 
od  in  fact,  all  the  members  of  the  Royal  Family  now 
here  vesterday  afternoon  took  one  of  their  usual  drives 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  chateau.  The  carriage 
occupied  by  the  Royal  Family  was  a  large  open  one, 
hung  round  with  curtains,  with  seats  across  it,  and 
capable  of  carrying  a  great  number  of  persons.  It  is 
called,  I  believe,  a  “  ckar-au-banc,'*  and  is  not  unlike  the 
pleasure  vans  so  common  In  our  own  metropolis.  To 
ihoir  its  great  size,  I  need  only  mention  that  the  car¬ 
riage  I  speak  of  contained,  upon  this  occasion,  no  less 
rlian  ten  members  of  the  Royal  Family,  includiog  Louis 
Philippe,  the  Queen,  and  the  Count  of  Paris.  The  car- 
riage  was  drawn  by  four  very  spirited  horses.  The 
party,  it  appears,  happened,  in  the  course  of  their  drive, 
to  pass  through  Tr4port,  a  small  fishing  village  situated 
•bout  two  miles  from  this  place,  and  it  happening  to  be 
the  first  time  the  Count  of  Paris  visited  that  place,  the 
loval  inhabitants  considered  it  their  duty  to  do  their 
future  Sovereign  especial  honour  on  the  occasion,  and 
they  accordingly  saluted  his  Royal  Highness  with  a  feu 
dt  joia.  The  guns  were,  fired  just  as  the  carriage  was 
approaching  the  neighbourhood  of  a  bridge  which  spans 
I  the  Brezle,  a  small  river,  at  the  mouth  of  which  the  vil- 
]d;:;e  of  Treport  is  situated.  Nothing  could  be  more 
!  uneipected  than  the  result.  The  horses,  startled  by  the 
^  noise,  commenced  plunging  furiously.  The  postilions 
I  lost  all  command  of  them,  and  they  darted  forward 
‘  towards  .tho  bridgwy^tbe  parapet  of  which  the  leaders 
cletrcd  at  a  bound.  The  third  horse  was  dragged  after 
>  its  companions,  and  for  a  moment  the  destruction  of  the 
whole  party  seemed  inevitable  ;  but  fortunately  the 
,  postilion  was  enabled  to  acquire  some  command  over 
the  fourth  horse,  and  he  did  not  follow.  Had  he  done 
so,  there  could  be  no  doubt  of  tho  result.  Assistance, 

'  however,  was  happily  at  hand,  and  the  whole  party  were 
i  released  from  their  perilous  position  ;  not,  however,  be¬ 
fore  the  traces  had  been  with  great  difficulty  cut,  and 
the  horses  left  to  their  fate.  The  three  horses,  of  course, 
fell  into  the  stream  below,  and  were  injured,  but  both 
^  the  postilions,  I  believe,  escaped.  The  Queen  was  much 
affected,  and  wept  bitterly  after  the  danger  was  over. 
The  King  himself  acted  with  great  presence  of  mind. 
He  held  the  young  Count  of  Paris  in  bit  arms,  and  re- 
fus^  to  leave  the  carriage  till  every  member  of  bis 
family  was  placed  in  safety.

could  net  be  had  without  consulting  the  parties  con¬ 
cern*  d,  we  suppose  it  will  be  reserved  for  a  future  oc¬ 
casion. 

The  operations  commenced  by  a  general  storming  of 
the  permanently  fortified  lines  of  Chatham,  covering  the 
dock -yard,  by  the  attacking  troops,  in  three  columns. 
It  was  pretty  clear  from  the  commencement  that  the 
besieged  party  were  to  have  no  chance  of  success,  and 
that  the  besiegers  were  to  have  it  all  their  own  way; 
hut  it  must  be  confessed  we  were  rather  surprised  at 
seeing  the  first  co'umn  advancing  very  leisurely,  and 
preceded  by  a  party  of  about  100  men  carrying,  or  rather 
staggering  under,  a  huge  pontoon  bridge,  directly  in 
front  of  Si  Morj’s  battery  of  four  guns,  to  pass  St  Mary’s 
creek  ;  which  passage,  be  it  taken  into  consideration,  was 
raked  by  the  flank  of  the  left  dcmi.bastion.  Not  con¬ 
tent  with  this,  these  bold  men  passed  along  the  pontoon 
I  hard  in  face  of  a  front  of  fortification  manned  by  the 
garrison.  Had  this  bold  step  been  reserved  until  the 
i  second  and  third  columns  had  succeeded,  and  had  driven 
the  garrison  from  St  iMary’s  battery  and  the  adjoining 
works,  all  would  have  been  right,  and  the  road  clear  for 
a  coach  and  horses  to  hove  driven  past. 

This  part  of  the  exhibition  having  taken  place,  the 
trenches  were  occupied,  and  then  commenced  the  occa¬ 
sional  firing  of  the  mines,  and  a  due  proportion  of  firing 
and  manoeuvring  as  in  the  programme.  The  practice  of 
the  mines  was  most  perfect  and  successful,  and  does  credit 
to  the  practical  efficiency  of  the  young  officers  emplojed 
in  this  department.  We  believe  the  greater  part  of  the 
mines  were  fired  by  the  galvanic  battery,  ns  is  now  the 
rage  amongst  the  professionals,  civil  and  military;  but 
this  wc  object  to,  and  prefer  the  old  way  of  portfire  and 
j  saucisson,  as  more  applicable  to  real  service,  and  not  so 
I  liable  to  failure  from  accidental  circumstances. 

The  remainder  of  the  day’s  operations  were  carried  on 
with  great  spirit,  and  plenty  of  powder  was  expended. 
The  directing  officers  were  particularly  zealous,  gallop¬ 
ing  here  and  there  with  great  effect.  It  was  impos¬ 
sible  not  greatly  to  admire  the  wind  and  condition  of  the 
officer  commanding  the  troops  on  the  ramparts. 

In  conclusion,  it  may  be  enough  to  remark  that  with 
so  many  favouring  circumstances,  as  to  the  locale  and 
so  forth,  for  such  an  exhibition,  it  is  certainly  much  to 
be  regretted  that  more  time  had  not  been  bestowed  to 
render  the  approaches  more  perfect  in  their  execution. 
They  were,  truth  to  say,  in  the  roughest  and  most  un¬ 
connected  state,  and  the  precise  plan  of  the  different 
parallels  could  with  difficulty  be  traced.  But  it  could 
not  well  be  otherwise,  as  we  were  informed  that  ttic 
whole  had  been  hastily  got  up  and  executed,  that  is, 
within  a  week  or  ten  days.  If  such  be  really  thecase,  it 
is  not  fair  play  for  the  officers  and  men  employedi  and 
does  not  do  them  the  justice  which  their  ready  zeal 
entities  them  to.  . 

The  day*is  proceedings  commenced  and  ooncluded 
without  any  public  breakfast  or  dinner.  Tgis  is  con¬ 
trary  to  received  etiquette,  and  docs  not  add  to  the 
hilarity  and  cheerfulness  of  the./*ete. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Small  Rrmumiration. — During  the  examination  of 
a  man  who  presented  himself  for  the  **  benefit  of  the 
act,”  at  the  Court  of  Bankruptcy,  it  appeared  that  on 
one  occasion,  when  requiring  time  to  meet  an  acceptance, 
he  was  introduced  to  a  party  who,  though  the  insolvent 
bad  no  acquaintance  with  him,  accepted  a  bill  for  his 
accommodation,  the  sole  renumeration  for  which  was  a 
glass  of  ale  and  a  crust  of  bread  and  cheese.  He  dis¬ 
tinctly  swore  nothing  else  passed  in  the  shape  of  ac¬ 
knowledgment  for  this  service. 

Chklsea  Oot-Pknsionzrs. — A  notice  has  been|  sent 
from  the  War  office,  requiring  all  pensioners  to  send  in 
their  exact  age,  how  they  are  now  employed,  and 
whether  they  are  ready  to  goon  full  pay.  The  number 
of  soldiers  receiving  pensions  from  6d.,  9d.,  to  Is.  per 
diem  is  upwards  of  60,000.  The  present  number  of 
in-door  pensioners  at  Chelsea  College  is  490.  The 
youngest  is  58,  and  the  ages  vary  from  60  to  90,  and 
two  have  obtained  the  age  of  104  years.  'The  number 
of  deaths  this  seas«>n  has  been  greater  than  usual, 
averaging  fiom  two  to  three  a  week. 

Omnibus  Paris.  —  By  the  new  act  for  regulating 
omnibutes,  it  is  enacted  that  the  proprietor  of  every 
roe'mpolilan  stage  carriage  shall,  “  on  the  Inside  of 
every  such  carriage,  keep  distinctly  pain'cd,  in  a  con¬ 
spicuous  manner,  a  table  of  fares  to  be  demanded  of 
pusengers  by  such  carriages;  and  the  fares  therein 
specified  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  only  lawful  fares, 
and  may  be  recovered  by  the  driver  or  conductor  as  in 
the  cases  of  hackney  -carriages,  in  a  summary  way, 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  and  every  proprietor 
making  default  in  the  premises  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of 
20s.  for  every  offence.”  By  the  33rd  section  every 
driver  or  conductor  demanding  more  than  the  legal  fare 
is  liable  to  a  similar  penalty. 

Law  or  Eviobncb.— An  act  of  Parliament  came 
into  operation  on  the  22od  uU,  entitled  **  An  Act  for 
Improving  the  Law  of  Evidence.”  Henceforth  no 
person  offered  as  a  witneM  shall  be  excluded  by  reason  of 
incapaoity  from  crima  or  interest  (past  or  present)  from 
givingevidence  either  in  person  or  by  deposition,  pro¬ 
vided  that  tbe  witness  so  tendered  shall  not  individually 
be  a  party  to  tbe  matter  in  queation.  In  Courts 
Equity  there  are,  however,  additional  powers  given,  per- 
mitUng  defendants  to  ba  examined  on  the  part  of  piain- 
tiffi  or  co-defendants.  Tbe  act  has  operation  in  all 
parts  of  the  United  Kingdom  except  Sooilaod* 

Tub  TeMPESAWcB  IIovbmbmt. — On  Monday  Father 
Mathew  paid  a  visit  to  Hackoey,  the  proceadmgs  weie 
(perhaps  on  account  of  the  wet)  thinly  attended.  On 
Tuesday  he  was  much  more  successful  to  tbe  neighbour- 
bourbood  of  Rag  fair.  On  Wednesday  the  populons 
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district  of  Somers  town  was  vititad.  For  tome  time 
there  had  been  a  difficulty  in  getting  tbe  use  of  a  piece 
of  ground  sufficiently  large  for  holding  a  meeUog.  It 
was  at  length  suggested  that  an  application  should  be 
made  to  the  Duke  of  Bedford  for  the  piece  of  land  on 
his  estate  at  the  end  of  Upper  Seymour  street.  Imme¬ 
diate  compliance  with  the  request  was  the  result.  The 
meeting  was  a  very  numerous  and  respectable  one,  and 
was  removed  from  the  usual  attendant  annoyances  of 
ginger  beer  and  fruit  barrowi>.  Father  Mathew  arrived 
in  a  cab  privately,  although  tho  teetotallers  of  Somers 
provided  a  carriage  and  four  to  meet  him  at 
King’s  cross,  in  which  he  was  to  be  escorted  to  the 
ground  in  procession,  with  music  and  banners.  The 
rev.  gentleman  waa  received,  as  usual,  with  a  hearty 
welcome  from  al  Ipreaent.  He  arknowledged  the  cheer¬ 
ful  reception  he  met  with  in  an  appropriate  speech,  and 
gave  a  brief  history  of  the  progress  of  his  labours  in  ihia 
country.  About  1,000  having  taken  the  pledge,  the 
meeting  separated  in  a  quiet  and  peaceable  manner. 
On  Thursday  he  was  “at  home"  in  the  New  City 
Bunhill-fields  burial  ground.  Barbican.  The  proceedings 
of  the  day  were  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Rev. 
J.  Janeh,  the  minister  of  the  German  Catholic  Chapel. 
A  capacious  hustings  hud  bren  erected  on  the  western 
side  of  the  cemetery.  Tho  left  of  the  platform  waa  oc¬ 
cupied  by  a  number  of  boys,  attired  in  singular-looking 
black  stuff  gowns,  who  were  descritied  as  the  choristera 
of  Sr  Boniface,  the  patron  saint  of  Germany,  to  whom 
the  German  Catholic  chapel  is  of  London  dedicated.  At 
the  back  of  the  plat  form,  supported  by  several  memberi 
of  St  Boniface’s  Total  Abstinence  Society,  was  a  white 
silk  banner,  surmounted  by  across,  hearing  in  its  centre, 
in  gold  letters,  the  word  “  Virtue.”  On  the  nutaido  of 
the  cemetery  the  inhabitants  of  some  of  the  houses  in 
Golden  lane  appeared  to  vie  with  each  other  in  doing 
honour  to  the  Apostle.  At  seven  o'clock  the  meeting 
broke  up.  It  was  supposed  that  from  10,000  to  15,000 
persons  had  been  there  in  the  course  of  the  day,  and 
upwards  of  l.tXX)  had  taken  the  pledge.  Chelsea  was 
favoured  witli  a  visit  from  the  Apostle  on  Friday. 

Bakkrs  and  Millers. — A  cnrrcsixindont  of  tho 
Times  says: — “  It  is  now  upwards  of  three  weeks  since 
wheat  fell  about  8s.  per  quarter,  yet  up  to  the  present 
time  bread  has  remained  at  9d.  per  loaf.  Some  bakers, 
I  know,  have  reduced  it  to  8^d.,  but  such  reduction  has 
not  been  general.  The  public,  finUmg  out  that  some 
one  is  picking  their  pockets,  turn  round  and  accuse  tho 
first  man  they  set  their  eyes  on  of  doing  so  ;  and  thus  it 
is  that  tlio  baker  has  been  fixed  upon  as  the  thief.  I'lio 
bakers  of  the  metropolis  deal  in  bread  and  flour.  They 
have  nothing  to  do  with  the  price  of  wheat,  and  have  no 
dealings  in  it  whatever,  but  piirr.haae  their  flour  from 
the  millers  ;  consequently  they  must  regulate  the  price 
of  bread  by  the  price  they  have  to  give  for  flour.  Try 
them  by  this  teat,  and  they  aru  not  the  pickpockets ;  for 
1  find  that,  although  for  upwards  of  three  weeks  wheat 
has  been  about  8s.  per  quarter  cheaper,  the  millers — 
those  rogues  in  grain  who  meet  Mondays,  Wednesdays, 
and  Friuays  at  Mark  lauc  to  regulate  the  prices— have 
not  let  fall  their  flour  one  6d.,  but  continue  to  sell  it  at 
51s.,  the  same  as  when  wheat  was  8a.  per  quarter 
dearer.  I  believe  there  is  too  much  competition  among 
the  bakers  in  the  metropolis  for  the  public  to  entertain 
any  fear  of  their  being  charged  an  unfair  price  by  them.” 

The  Milton  Tablkt. —  A  tablet  has  been  inserted  in 
the  external  wall  of  Allhallows  church.  Bread  street, 
Cheapside,  commemorating  the  birth  of  Milton  In  that 
parish.  It  is  a  pity  that  this  practice  is  not  more  ex¬ 
tensively  carried  out  in  London,  as  it  is  abroad.  Thus 
to  mention  a  few  instances  t  the  birth-place  of  Pope 
might  be  commemorated  in  Lombard  street;  Spenser 
in  East  Smithfield ;  Lord  Bacon  in  tbe  Strand ;  Sir 
Thomas  More  in  Milk  street ;  De  Foe  in  Fore  street ; 
Gray  in  Cornhilt.  The  expense  of  tablets  b  not 
much,  and  might  be  supplied  by  the  corporation  of 
London.  We  recommend  this  to  Mr  Richard  Lambert 
Jones.  The  residence  of  eminent  men  in  particular 
houses  b  also  commemorated  abroad  by  changing  the 
name  of  the  street.  We  have  only  two  initancea  of  thb 
in  London;  Milton  street  in  Fore  street,  and  Johnson’s 
court  in  Fleet  street.— Po/j^fecAnic  Review. 

Petitions  and  Private  Bills. — Upon  an  analysis 
of  the  Parliamentary  returns  for  the  present  year,  it 
appears  that  the  number  of  petitions  for  private  bills 
introduced  into  tbe  legislature  during  the  past  session 
amounts  to  193.  Upon  these  petitions  181  bills  were 
in’rodiioed,  of  which  number  13  were  only  read  a  first 
time,  7  a  second,  6  a  third;  150  received  the  Royal 
asient,  and  5  were  withdrawn  at  various  stages  during 
their  progress.  Of  the  various  purposes  for  which  these 
bills  were  applied— 15  were  for  the  formation  and  im¬ 
provement  of  roads,  13  for  harbours,  35  for  railways,  13 
for  enclosures,  13  for  improvements  in  towns  and  oitbs, 
3  for  cemeteries,  16  for  the  regulation  and  improvement 
of  estates:  and  the  remainder  consisted  of  bilb  for 
peerages,  divorces,  police,  canals,  docks,  piers,  gas  and 
other  companies,  &c.  Upon  a  comparison  with  former 
years  the  amount  of  private  business  in  both  booses  is 
shown  to  be  much  less  during  the  present  session  than 
for  some  time  past. 

Law  op  ATTOsNats  and  Solicitoss.— An  important 
act  came  into  operation  on  the  22od  ult.  reacting 
attorneys,  and  setting  forth  the  penalties  they  incur 
permitting  **  agents  *’  called  **  clerks  ”  to  praotbe  in 
their  names— a  practice  which  b  adopted  to  a  great 
extent,  with  a  go^  deal  of  cunning,  at  the  present  titne. 
It  b  common  for  persons  to  use  the  name  of  attorneys 
whose  certificates  they  take  out  themselves,  and  in  many 
instances  the  name  of  the  attorney  appears  on  the  door 
where  the  agent  resides,  who,  ^  in  fact,  b  the  legal 
adviser  of  those  who  seek  his  assbtance.  It  oi  course 
frequently  occurs  that  tbe  parties  pay  twice  as  much  us 
they  would  to  a  respectable  attorney;  and  what  b 
worse,  t^  odvice  is  erroneous.  The  act  in  question 
repeab,  in  wholo  or  in  part,  32  statutes,  and  leavea  58 
acta  relating  to  tbe  legal  profosskm  untouched*  tticre

Post  Offices  ir  Rorsl  Districts. ^The  committee 
on  the  Post  office,  granted  on  the  petition  of  Mr  Row- 
land  Hill,  has  brought  its  labours  to  a  termination. 
What  the  result  is  cannot  be  known  until  the  pubiica. 
lion  of  the  evidence  and  report.  It  appears,  however, 
that  the  agitation  of  the  question  as  to  the  completion 
of  Mr  Hill’s  plan  has  quickened  the  movements  in  St 
Martin’s  le  Grand.

prisoner  Spellman  came  in  and  inquired  whether  poliw 
constables  Trew  or  Burcham  were  there.  On  being  told 
that  neither  of  them  was  then  prewnt,  the  prisoner  answered, 
“  I  have  got  that  man  for  counterfeit  coin,  and  you  can  go 
with  me  and  take  him ;  he  is  now  in  Eldon  street  "^*1“ 
three  pieces,  but  you  must  do  by  me  as  Trew  has  done. 
Witness  asked  him  what  he  meant  by  the  last  observation, 
and  the  prisoner  said,  “  You  must  bring  me  to  the  station 
house  with  him,  and  let  me  go  again,  for  otherwise  his 
friends  will  say  that  I  have  sold  him.”  The  prisoner  was 
then  asked  wnether  he  did  not  consider  that  would  be 
entrapping  the  man  into  the  commission  of  the  crime,  upon 
which  he  replied,  ”  Oh,  if  you  don’t  like  to  do  it  there  are 
others  that  will,  for  I  know  more  about  these  matters  than 
you  do.”  The  prisoner  Nicholls  was  soon  afterwards 
brought  to  the  station  house  in  custody  of  policemen  Malin 
and  Jackson,  who  charged  him  with  having  three  counter¬ 
feit  shillings  in  his  possession,  and  Malin  said  that  he 
obtained  the  information  from  the  man  Spellman,  who  had 
since  run  away.  Witness  desired  the  policeman  imme¬ 
diately  to  proceed  in  search  of  Spellman,  as  it  was  a  case  of 
entrapment ;  upon  which  Malin  went  out,  and  returned  in 
a  short  time  with  Spellman.  When  the  charp  was  made, 
the  boy  Nicholls  said  that  he  was  entirely  innocent,  and 
that  he  had  been  entrapped  by  the  other  prisoner,  whom 
he  accidentally  met  that  evening;  and  whilst  they  were 
passing  through  Eldon  street  together,  the  latter  gave  him 
the  38.,  telling  him  to  take  care  of  them  for  him,  and  to 
remain  on  the  spot  until  he  came  back  again  ;  that  Spell¬ 
man  then  left  him,  and  whilst  he  was  gone  he  (Nicholls) 
looked  at  the  money,  and  discovered  that  it  was  bad  ;  that 
he  was  afterwards  rejoined  by  Spellman,  and  on  telling 
him  that  the  money  was  spurious,  the  latter  answered, 
”  Oh,  nonsen.se  ;  you  must  come  with  me  and  buy  some 
tobacco;”  that  he  accordingly  proceeded  with  him  until 
they  reached  the  corner  of  Eldon  street,  where  he  found 
the  two  policemen,  who  immediately  took  him  into  custody. 
After  hearing  the  boy’s  statement,  witness  intimated  to 
Spellman  that  he  must  be  detained  as  an  accessory,  to 
which  he  answered,  ”  I  hope  not,  for  you  know  what  I 
have  done.”  Mr  Broughton  ;  Did  you  ask  him  to  explain 
what  he  meant  by  that  ? — The  Sergeant ;  I  did  not,  sir  ; 
but  I  know  pretty  well  what  it  was. — Mr  Broughton  then 
inquired  whether  anything  was  known  respecting  the  boy 
Nicholls. — The  Sergeant  said  that  the  boy  had  always 
borne  a  most  excellent  character,  and  his  friends  were 
highly  respectable.  Police  constable  Malin,  H  74,  stated 
that  Spellman  entered  into  conversation  with  witness,  and 
beg^n  to  disclose  some  particulars  relative  to  a  burglary 
that  was  about  to  take  place  in  Spitalfields,  and  professed 
to  know  all  about  the  parties  connected  with  it.  The 
prisoner  Spellman  was  afterwards  discovered  lurking  about 
outside  the  station  house,  and  he  took  him  into  custody. 
Whilst  the  charge  was  being  entered  Spellman  suddenly 
put  something  into  his  mouth,  and  although  several  officers 
immediately  seized  him  by  the  throat  to  prevent  him  from 
swallowing  it,  he  succeeded  in  doing  so.  Mr  Broughton 
observed  that  the  case  involved  a  most  serious  charge 
against  the  officers  Trew  and  Burcham.  Inspector  Harris 
said  that  the  whole  matter  was  about  to  unaergo  a  rigid 
investigation.  The  policeman  Trew  had  already  sent  in  a 
report,  in  which  he  aenied  having  had  any  communication 
with  Spellman  until  Saturday  last,  when  he  admitted  having 
received  certain  information  from  him  which  led  him  to 
take  a  person  into  custody  upon  a  charge  of  forgery.  The 
ascusea  person  had  been  examined  before  the  magistrates 
at  Bow  street,  by  whom  he  was  remanded.  Mr  Broughton 
said  that  the  magistrates  at  Bow  street  ought  to  be  imme¬ 
diately  made  acquainted  with  the  whole  of  the  proceedings 
that  had  transpired.  The  magistrate  then  proceeded  to 
question  the  boy  Nicholls,  who,  in  the  most  candid  and 
artless  manner,  repeated  the  statement  he  had  made  to  the 
sergeant  Mr  Broughton :  But  what  induced  you  to  tell 
the  officer  that  you  had  no  money  at  all  about  you  ? — The 
boy  said  that  he  was  so  much  flurried  and  frightened  at  the 
time  that  he  scarcely  knew  what  he  said,  and  he  did  not 
wish  to  get  his  companion  into  trouble.  The  prisoner 
Spellman,  with  unblushing  effrontery,  denied  most  posi¬ 
tively  having  given  the  base  money  to  the  boy,  and  declared 
that  the  latter  had  confessed  to  him  that  he  obtained  a 
livelihood  by  sma.shing.  The  magistrate  asked  Spellman 
how  he  got  the  information  respecting  the  cases  of  burglary 
and  forgery  which  he  imparted  to  the  officers? — Prisoner ; 
Oh,  as  to  that,  I  heard  them  making  it  all  up  in  a  public 
house,  and  thought  it  but  right  to  tell  all  about  it.  Mr 
Broughton  then  said  that  the  present  case  strongly  reminded 
him  of  certain  infamous  transactions  which  were  of  frequent 
occurrence  in  former  times,  when  the  system  of  exacting 
‘‘  blood  money,”  as  it  was  termed,  was  in  active  operation, 
and  he  had  hmied  that  such  practices  had  long  been  dis¬ 
continued.  The  prisoners  were  then  remanded  until 
Monday. 

[The  Timet  ha.s  the  following  remark  upon  this  case : — 
“  ft  is  not  always  that  matters  end  so  well ;  cases  in  which 
sham  informations  of  this  sort  are  attended  with  success 
are,  we  are  told,  by  no  means  rare.  The  Mint  is  liberal. 
It  is  well  to  be  doing  something,  and  convictions  for  utter¬ 
ing  and  passing  false  coia  bespeak  activity.  It  is,  therefore, 
worth  while  for  these  gentry  to  run  the  risk  of  occasionally 
inventing  a  few  charges  when  real  ones  are  at  a  discount.

which  he  produced.  The  prisoner  said  it  was  a  bill  of 
Messrs  Bush  and  Co.,  who  were  merchants  at  Bristol,  and 
also  represented  that  he  had  been  referred  to  him  by  Messrs 
Ford  and  Savage,  solicitors.  Witness  asked  the  prisoner  to 
leave  the  bill  in  order  that  he  might  make  some  inquiry, 
but  the  prisoner  suggested  that  they  should  go  at  once  to 
Messrs  Ford  and  Savage.  They  found  upon  arriving,  that 
those  gentlemen  were  not  at  home,  and  the  prisoner  then 
said  that  he  would  bring  him  a  letter  from  the  firm  that 
would  satisfy  him.  The  same  evening  his  clerk  gave  him 
a  letter,  which  purported  to  be  written  by  Mr  Savage,  and 
which  recommended  the  prisoner,  and  described  him  as  an 
honest  and  respectable  man  ;  and  witness  agreed  to  dis¬ 
count  the  bill,  and  he  gave  the  prisoner  a  cheque  for  1001. 
on  account,  and  the  next  day  he  nanded  him  another  cheque 
for  401.,  and  it  was  arranged  that  the  remaining  10?.  should 
stand  over  until  the  bill  was  taken  up.  When  it  arrived  at 
maturity,  however,  it  was  dishonoured. — Mr  Wm.  Savage, 
solicitor,  deposed  that  he  had  a  slight  knowledge  of  the 
prisoner,  and  he  applied  to  his  partner,  Mr  Ford,  to  dis¬ 
count  the  bill  in  question,  but  he  declined  to  do  so.  He 
then  asked  witness  to  allow  him  to  refer  a  person  to  him, 
but  witness  refused  to  do  as  he  requested.  The  letter  pro¬ 
duced  was  not  written  by  him. — Mr  James  Bush,  of  Bris¬ 
tol,  proved  that  the  signature  to  the  bill  in  question  was  a 
forgery  so  far  as  they  were  concerned.  Cross-examined  ; 
There  are  several  persons  named  Henry  Bush  at  Bristol, 
and  they  had  received  a  letter  addressed  to  Henry  Bush 
and  Co.,  which  was  not  intended  for  them,  and  which  they 
had  handed  over  to  the  solicitor  for  the  prosecution. — Henry 
Bush,  who  stated  that  he  lived  four  miles  from  Bristol,  said 
he  had  known  the  prisoner,  and  had  had  dealings  with 
him.  Witness  was  the  drawer  of  the  bill  that  had  been 
produced,  and  he  had  drawn  several  similar  bills.  The 
Dili  was  all  in  his  handwriting,  and  he  sent  it  in  a  letter  to 
the  prisoner.  Witness  is  no  relation  to  the  other  Bushes 
at  Bristol.  The  witness  was  cross-examined  at  consider¬ 
able  len^h  by  Mr  Clarkson.  He  said  that  he  was  a  general 
dealer,  but  had  neither  warehouse,  shop,  nor  counting- 
house,  in  which  he  carried  on  his  business.  He  kept  no 
banker,  and  did  not  recollect  what  sort  of  goods  were  sent 
to  him  by  the  prisoner  for  the  100?.  The  witness  was  asked 
several  times  where  the  prisoner  lived  at  the  time  he  had 
these  transactions  with  him  ;  and,  after  a  good  deal  of  hesi¬ 
tation,  he  at  length  admitted  that  he  was  in  the  Queen’s 
Bench  prison.  He  afterwards  said  that  he  met  the  prisoner 
accidentally  in  the  street.  He  admitted  that  many  years 
had  elapsed  since  he  lived  at  Bristol,  and  also  that  he  had 
been  insolvent,  and  like^vise  a  bankrupt,  and  that  he  had 
been  confined  in  gaol  two  years  under  a  remand  of  the  In¬ 
solvent  Court.  It  further  appeared  that  the  prisoner  had 
made  an  affidavit,  with  a  view  to  put  off  his  trial,  last 
week — that  Henry  Bush,  the  drawer  of  the  bill,  was  out  of 
town,  and  that  he  could  not  attend  before  Monday,  but  the 
witness  swore  that  he  was  with  the  prisoner  twice  in  New¬ 
gate  within  the  last  few  days.  Mr  Baron  Rolfe  having 
summed  up,  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of”  Guilty.”  The 
Court  then  ordered  the  witness,  Henry  Bush,  to  be  taken 
into  custody,  and  directed  that  a  bill  should  be  preferred 
against  him  at  the  next  sessions  for  peijury.  The  learned 
Judge  then  sentenced  the  prisoner  to  be  transported  for 
life. 

Hyde-Park  Miscreant.s.— James  Lyon,  imed  37,  de¬ 
scribed  as  a  labourer,  and  Richard  Cordell  Allpreat,  aged 
44,  servant,  was  indicted  for  unlawfully  meeting  together 
for  unnatural  acts  and  practices.  The  police  deposed  to 
having  taken  the  prisoners  into  custody  in  the  perpetration 
of  the  offence  charged  in  the  indictment.  One  of  them  ran 
some  distance,  but  was  pursued,  and  he  then  begged  for 
mercy,  asseverating  that  it  was  the  first  time  he  had  ever 
been  guilty  of  tliis  offence.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
”  Guilty.”  The  Recorder  addressed  the  prisoners,  and  sen¬ 
tenced  them  to  twelve  months’  imprisonment  each  in  New¬ 
gate.  It  was  said  that  Lyon  was  a  clerk  in  a  respectable 
mercantile  establishment,  and  moved  in  a  rather  elevated 
sphere  of  life,  somewhat  above  that  which  his  situation  ap¬ 
parently  entitled  him  to. 

Misdemeanour. — John  Roberts,  aged  48,  grocer,  was 
indicted  for  unlawfully  assaulting  Jane  Godden,  she  being 
under  the  age  of  twelve  years.  The  particulars  of  this  case 
have  lately  appeared.  The  jrirl’s  story  was  that  she  met  a 
man,  named  Stanley,  who,  with  two  others,  named  Botter 
and  Munroe,  took  Wr  to  a  house  where  she  met  the  pri¬ 
soner,  and  all  went  together  to  a  lodging  near  Deptford, 
where  Stanley  and  Munroe  stripped  and  placed  her  in  the 
prisoner’s  bed.  The  only  question  was  as  to  her  age,  there 
Deing  no  charge  of  violence  or  want  of  consent  The  ffir- 
ther  evidence  as  to  the  girl’s  age  being  deemed  satisfactory 
by  the  jury,  they  returned  a  verdict  of  ”  Guilty.”  The 
prisoner  asserted  that  it  was  a  conspiracy,  and  made  some 
charge  against  the  prosecutor,  who  was,  he  said,  very  severe 
upon  his  children,  kept  them  from  reading  their  bible,  and 
punished  them  if  he  caught  them  reading  it  or  any  godly 
books.  Mr  Commissioner  Bullock  sentenced  him  to  18 
months’  imprisonment.

92o,145  bales  to  1,458,885,  those  to  France  have  decreased 
from  390,337  bales  to  340,191.  The  Mobile  papers  state 
that  the  weather  is  very  wet  in  that  district,  ana  that  the 
growing  cotton  crop  is  already  injured.
